Temperance. 
One of our neighbors quotes a paragraph 
from the Herald about the Temperance cause, 
and follows it up with some sensible remarks. 
He seems, however, to be too despairing. There 
is yet hope, if Temperance men will but do 
their duty. What are the causes of the retro- 
grade march of the Temperance cause in this 
city? They are many, but we will name only 
one:—a want of fidelity on the part of its ad- 
herents. 
Look back at the political excitement last 
fali—Torch Light Processions, Mass Meetings 
in the neighborhood of grog-shops, Political 
papers which had advorated Temperance, sud- 
denly became dumb—that was not a thing to 
be talked of—temporary indulgence to appe- 
tite would do no harm. Temperance men for- 
got their principles in heated discussions, and 
in the rivalry of political patisanship. It isall 
wrong, said a good citizen; these processions 
lead to dissipation, the young are debauched, 
the old forget their sobriety—but the other 
party has set the example, and we but act on 
the defensive. 
The Temperance cause in this city received 
its heaviest blow from political partisanship, 
last Autumn. It has languished ever since. 
But, not only then, did Temperance men 
compromise their principles. At subsequent 
periods, at various celebrations they have tol- 
erated strong drink. It was a byrning shame, 
that even the day, when the sclf-denying Pil- 
grims landed at the rock of Plymouth, could 
not be commemorated without an offering to 
Bacchus. It wasa strange sight, that that deity 
should be invoked upon such an occasion, and 
still stranger that Temperance men should 
yield him evenindirect homage, And we have 
had bar-dinners given and attended by respec- 
table citizens, religious professors, friends of 
the Temperance canse—and it was thought un- 
fashionable to prohibit the wine-eup! Ts it not 
disgraceful, when the evils af Intemperance 
are on all hands acknowledged; when it is ad- 
mitted that Poverty, Crime, Disease and Death 
hover thick aroynd the bottle; that good gov- 
ernment is impossible in a drinking communi: 
ty; that there would be no Intemperance were 
it not for the temperate use of liquor; that it is 
the moderate drinker, the sober drinker, who 
keeps the drunkard in countenanee—is it not 
disgraceful that good citizens at publi¢ dinners, 
or at public anniversaries, should openly sanc 
tion the practice of dram-drinking? And what 
are we tothink of Temperance men who allow 
themselyes to be present on such occasions? 
Ah, but they do noj drink. Truc, but they give 
their countenance to the practice in others,— 
Their good names help to give eelat to the on- 
tertainment. ‘They aid in making respectable 
that, which in other ways they are aimiug to 
render disereditable. ‘They are fighting against 
themselves, Such compromisers are a curse to 
any cause they attempt to advocate. 


“Let ts Alene.” 
Some of the papers comment with severity 
upon the mofto oy the new flag of I'lorida, 
which is—“Let Us Alone.” The motto scems 
peculiarly modest and appropriate, when it is 
recollected how many thousands of lives have 
been sacrificed, how ynuch treasure wasted, by 
the Gencral Government, in expelling or ex- 
terminating the Indians from that territory. 
But, we have no special objegtion to the mot- 
to, as we suppose it means, let our slavery 
alone. We will endeavor to do so.. If the 
General Goyernment had oply Jet slavery 
alone, and not intermeddled in its support or 
exteftsions*there would have becn nemeed-of a 
Liberty party. 


Servility, 
“For our own part, we admit there is too 
much trath in the charges of the True Ameri- 
The whites are too servile. We almost 
air of making or keeping them free, let 
alone the blacks.”—Louisville Democrat. 


«This is the avowal of a Democratic paper in 
Kentucky, made in’ the course of some com- 
ments upon a denunciation by Cassius M. Glay 
of the servility of a large portion of the people 
of the South to the slaveholding oligarchy-— 
This seryility is not confined to the slave 
States: it is just as characteristic of a large 
portion of the aaimgte of the free States. The 
owner of ah negroes-is exa}ted into a 
being of superior mould. His aristocratic pre- 
A 
jarge portion of the nop-slaveliolders of the 
country, forget: {he meanness of slaveholding 
in the lordly exhibitions of the slaveholder.— 
They worship absolute power, though ifs sym- 
bo] be only the cat o’ nine tails, and the sphere 
of ifs domain but a cotton plantation. Hence, 
the ruler of slaves becomes the overseer of 
freemen—and they submit, aye, bow the head, 
and bend the knee before the right divine of 
slavery. Else, why have the clergy been strick- 
en with dumbness, why haye lawyers been 
converted into panders toy Oppression, why 
have the officers of Justice accepted the price 
of human blood, why has the merchant truck- 
led, the editor played the dough-face, the poli- 
tician turned spaniel, and the publisher emas- 
culated the works of genius, that the slave- 
holders might be propitiated? 

So long as slavery shall exist, so.long will the 
land becursed with Servility. The slavery of 
the black man converts white men into Des- 


Duelling. 

A late incident in-the British Parliament.is 
worthy of particular attention, as illustrative 
of the advance of public sentiment in England 
in relation to the barbarian practieeof duelling. 

Mr. Roebuck, member of the Louse of Com- 


bearing severely on the Irish Repealers, one of 
them, W. P. Somers, addressed hima note, vir- 
tually amounting toachallenge. Mr. 
immediately sent him the following spirited 


hreply. .. 


“Sir :—Yon: shall receive the answer which 
your letter requires in the House of Commons, 
on Monday evening next; and I now give you 
the following warning, for your guidance, at

“On the 16th Jane, Mr. Roebuck read in the 
House of -Commons the above détters. Several 
passages of his reply to Mr. Somers were loudly 
cheered. He moved that Mr. Somers’ letter be 


Mwid-on thestebes. Cle Speaker here inquired) 


whether the lattcr gentleman was in his place 
in the House, and Mr. Somers rose in his place 
and bowed. ‘The Clerk having read the letter, 
Mr. Rocbuck said:— ; 

“He was extremely sorry to be obliged to 
adopt the course which he then felt called upon 
to pursuc; but it was, he said, a paramount duty 
which he owed, not to himself, but to the pri- 
vileges of the House: and he felt compelled by 
that duty to move, that William Patrick Som- 
ers, in having sent a challenge to a member of 
the House, for words spoken in his place in Par- 
liament, was guilty of contempt, and a breach 
of the privileges of the House. t 

“Mr. Hume rose to second the motion, but 
gave way to Lord Ashley, who expressed great 
satisfaction in seconding Mr. Roebuck’s mo- 
tion, and tendered to him his hearty thanks, to 
which he said he believed he might add those 
of a large party in the House, and also those of, 
a large portion of his countymen out of it. 

“<The public,’ said Lord Ashley, ‘have long 
viewed with horror and disgust the prevalence 
of the dictates of that misealled jaw of honor.— 
If this system were introduced into this House, 
and into other deliberative assemblies, he could 
foresec the time when liberty of speech would 
be af an end, and when members would meet, 
not under the igffyenc¢e and force of reason, but 
of violence and disorder.‘ Therefore, (Lord A. 
continued) in seconding this motion, I do ten- 
der to the honoraple and learned member, in 
my own name, inthe nameof many other mem. 
bers, and in the name of many thousands of his 
countrymen, my most sincere thanks for his 
manly, his courageous, and his constitutional 
conduct.’ : 
“Many parts of Lord A,’s address were enthu- 
siastically cheered. 
“Mr. Somers then made the most ample and 
complete apalogy, and offered to withdraw his 
letter. And it was finally arranged that the 
House would proceed no farther than todeclare 
that he had been guilty of a breach of privilege, 
his apology keing regarded as a syfficient ex- 
piation.” 
Who does not feel that this transaction re- 
flected great credit upon Mr. Roebuck? How 
far advanced in point of true self-respect and 
dignity,, appears a British House of Commons 
of an American House of Representatives! It 
needs but one @r two examples of this kind on 
the part of influential members of Congress, 
to put the duellist to shame, and put down the 
barbarous practice, Does any one imagine 
that after this, Mr, Roebuck will be any more 
liable to insult or contumely, than he ever has 
been; or rather will not his dignity be still more 
effectually secured hy the manlinegs of his coh= 
duct on this ogcasion, and the exhibition of 
sentiment in the House, to which it gave rise? 
When will men have the courage to do right? 
Weare glad to sce qn announcement in the 
New York Tribune, by Cassius M. Clay, of his 
future abstinence from duelling. He says the 
remonstrances of his friends haye led him to 
give the subject his most serious consideration, 
and the result he gives 1 three sentences. 
“Whilst I shall ever contend for the right of 
self-defence where the civil power ¢annat or 
wri not come to my rescue: so where the laws 
are sufficient for protection, and the public sen- 
timent enforces them, there I ai willing to 
confess that the Duel cannot be justified.— 
Having fully tested the legal and moral pawey 
of my native State, to whigh I owe inviolate 
allogiance, I feel that I owe it to her—to our 
National Religion—and to the Spirit of the 
Age, that I should subject myself to their sole 
protection. 1 therefore formally pledge myself 
never again to offer or accept a challenge, or in 
any manuer to give Duelling my gountenayee 
or support, 

The moral infinence of this deelaration will 
be decisive. Would that more of the leading 
men of the South would take the same pledge! 


Mr, Campell and the Lays of 
slavery, 

Mr, Campbell in his jast Harbinger expresses 
the following opinion of the laws of slavery 
“Still, 1 repeat the conviction that, although 
the laws may occasionally throw difficulties in 
the way of the full discharge of our Christian 
obligations to all men, they do not, so far as 
known to me, compel any man to do what is 
worally wrong, er to withhold that which is 
just and cquel, - 

Here isa poor man in South Carolina, who 
inherets a family of half a dozen slaves, Ifhe 
keep them, they are liable to be sold for debts 
which he is surc to contract; or at his death, to 
be divided among his heirs, In either case, the 
family will almost certainly be broken up—the 
wife will most probably be separated from her 
husband; the children, from their parents. In 
one case, it will be quite, in the other, almost, 
impossible for him to prevent this consequence. 
What shall he do? He is just and merciful, 
He cannot excuse himself for holding his fel- 
low heinga subject to such hazards, He re- 
solves to free them, »ghh—hut there is the law 
—the law will nat permit him to place these 
persons in safety—will not permit him to throw 
a safeguard around this family—the law com- 
pela him, to hold, this family in a condition, 
where the next moment, for debts which they 
have not incurred, the marriage-relation and 
the parental relation may be severed forever. 
And yet, Mr. Campbell} repeats “the conviction 
that, althaugh the laws may gecusionally throw 
difficulties in the way of the full discharge of 
our Christian obligations to aj] men, they do 
not, so far as known to me, compel any man to 
do what is morally wrong, or to withhold that 
which is just and equal!” 

Now, the’ta#e we have supposed to happen 
in South Carolina, may take place in almost 
every slave State, for nearly eycry slave State 
has enacted jaws forbidding manumission with- 
in its limits. 

Again:—in nearly every slave State in the 
Union, laws which are rigidly enforced, utterly 
forbid, under severe penalties, the teaching of} 
slaves to read or write. They compel theslave- 
holder, go far as {heir power can reach, to keep 
his slaves in abject ignorance. It used to be 
charged by Protestants as.one of the deadly 
sins of the Catholic Church, that she forbade 
the reading of the Bible, and confined her sub- 
jects to the benefits of oral instructiori. But, 
Mr. Campbell repeats “the conviction that, al- 
though the laws may eccasionally throw difficul- 
ties in the way of the full discharge of our 
obligations to all men, they do not, so far as 
known to me, compel any man to do what is 
morally wrong, or to withhold that which is 
just and equal,” To teach the ignorant then, to 
read the Revelation of God, is not just, not equal.

Although this will be, to a cer- 
tain extent, restored by the sources of animal 
heat, sti]l it may be contended that tha cooling 
prodneed hy radiation is not altogether without 
effect. It is well known, that a person who 
sleeps exposed in the open air, on a night when 
the dew falls, is liable to suffer from severe 
cold, although the atmosphere around him ne- 


place upon his skin. ‘This effect must arise 
from the constant lowering of temperature of 
the skin by radiation. In military campaigns, 
the effects of bivouacking at night, appear to 
he generally admitted to darken the complex- 
ion. 
If this darkening of the complexion be ow- 
ing to the cooling of the skin by radiation, then 
the skin should be darker in winter than jn 
summer, and the people of New Fingland should 
be less fajr than the inhabitants of Louisiana 
—but precisely the reverse is true. ‘The ex- 
planationof M. Arago is unsatisfactory.

truth of the report of the recent outrage upon 
three citizens of Ohio, and their incarceration 
in a, Virginia jail. Me may dismiss his doubts; 
the statement made in the Gazette is substan- 
tially true. We have'fuat conversed with one 
of the citizens of this place who was present du- 
ring the trial of the prisoners, in Parkersburg. 
At his request, a brief sketch of the evidence 
presented on the trial, and of the arguments of 
the counsel, was prepared by a magistrate of 
Ohio, who attended all the proceedings. This 
sketch has been put into our hands, and the 
statements we aré about to make, are taken 
from this report. 

The three prisoners are all of-them, we be- 
lieve, married men. Onc has a wife and five 

children. They are all poor men, with families 

dependent upon their labor, 

The trial came on, July 18th, before a called 

Court of the county of Wood, in the State of 
Virginia. 

The evidence offered was substantially this: 

Six citizens of Virginia, on an intimation 

that certain slaves would attempt to escape on 

the 9th July, crossed the Ohio river on that 

day, after dark, and scereted themselves in the 

bushes near the bank of the river, close by a 

road running along the bank, and a road lead- 

ing back into the country. 

After a few hours, some six or seven men 

passed down the road; and soon, a canoe, com- 

ing from the Virginia shore, passed below the 

men in ambush, who immediately rose, and 

followed it down, till it landed. Here they 

saw a crowd of people, upon whom they imme- 

diately rushed. ‘They met, part of the way up 

the bank, twenty-five or thirty feet from the 

water's edge, the three prisoners, whom they 

immediately seized.

Dr. Wright, a Professor in the Medical Col- 
lege of Ohio, closes an article on Inebriates in 
the August number of the Ladies’ Repository, 
with the following paragraph. 

“Js not drunkenness, insanity? Aside from 
crime and punishment, common sense will say, 
yes. The safety of community will say, yes. 
Universal justice will say, yes. And science 
should give the same response. What is done 
with the man that has become insane from dis- 
ease or trouble? He is confined in an asylum— 
is subjected to medical treatment—is not al- 
lowed to see his family, nor to go abroad while 
a strong predisposition to insanity remains.— 
Why not bring the drunkard under the same 
rational discipline?” 

Not long since being at Coluinbus, we were 
pointing out to a little boy, five years old, the 
various benevolent institutions of that place— 
the Asylum for the Blind, the Asylum for the 
Deaf and Dumb, the Asylum for the Insane 
or Mad People. After we had named the last 
institution, he looked up with great simplicity 
and asked, “and where is the asylum for Drunk- 
ards?” The instincts of a child’s nature class- 

ed drunkenness with madness,and pronounced 
it an infirmity that required similar care. 

The Drunkard is a madman—notffigurative- 
ly, but in fact, according to the science of In- 
sanity. An appetite, constitutional or acquir- 
ed, brings all his faculties and sentiments 
into absolute subjection. Character, fortune, 
home, love, religion are all utterly set at 
nought. Ordinary motives or restraints have 
no power over him. He scems to be driven on 
to the gulf of ruin by an invincible fatality — 
There is not a symptom of monomania, that he 
does not exhibit; when actually drank, he be- 
trays every mark of general insanity; and in 
the state of delirium tremens, there is total, 


horrible, and perilous mania. 

Fix your eye on the poor wretch in whom ex- | 
ists the appetite for strong drink. He is now 
conscious of the infirmity, struggles against it, 
and would be a free man. But, in an unguarded 
moment, the smell of the bottle fires his brain; 
one drop, with lightning force, blasts his stern 
purpose, effuces every generous sentiment, de- 
stroys all his perceptions of right and wrong.

But, are madmen 
from this cause deemed responsible for their 
acts? Are they reckoned capable of making 
contracts, holding property, or exercising any 
of the fumily relations? Are they not confined 
in asylums, and placed under medical treat- 
ment? 

Let the Law, following the judgment of Com, 
mon Sense and Science, deem and treat Drun- | 
kenness, habitual if you please, as Insanity, and | 
no such impunity, as is imagined, would be | 
given to crime; for the drunken man would he | 
immediately confined where he could do no! 
mischief. 

It would be a merciful policy. A man, who 
in his sober moments would not put foot upon 
a worm, rendered insane by liquor, slays his 
friend. He wakes up to reflection in a dun- 
geon, and suffers upon the scaffold for an act 
which he committed, when he knew not what | 


he did. There is neither justice nor merey | 
in sucha policy. Jt is anti-Christian and in- 
human. 


It would prevent a vast amount of wretched- 
Now, the family of the drunkard is sub- 
ject to continual abuse, and peril of limb or life; 
he may squander all his property, take the 
bread from the mouth of the infant, and reduce 
them all to beggary. And there is no redress. 
A Christian country has provided no redress.— 
Wives have been murdered, children starved, 
rich estates absorbed by the dram-seller, be- 
cause the Law has persisted in regarding and 
treating the drunkard, as a sane, accountable 
man. Let the Law be changed—let it treat 
him as a maniac—confine him in an Asylum— 
place him under medical treatment—put his 
estate under guardianship—protect his wife and 
children—and guard too,the Community against 
his brutal eccentricities and disgusting exam- 
ple—and what an amount of misery and crime 
would be prevented ! 

Consider, too, the influence of such treat- 
ment upon himself. The motives to avoid the 
first step, to abstain from the first taste, would 
be augmented a hundred fold. Let it become 
the established policy, to treat the drunkard as 
a maniac, and he in whom the appetite for 
drink exists, would be always watching himself 
—the dissipated and impulsive would be care- 
ful to avoid a practice that would most likely 
lodge them in a Lunatic Asylum, and place 
their property under guardianship. 

And how then would Coffee Houses be re- 
garded? Would the Community tolerate for a 
moment the manufactories of Maniacs? The 
man then who would put the intoxicating bowl 
to the lips of his neighbor, would be esteemed 
no better than the wretch who should put the 
knife to his throat. 

We submit these views to ‘Temperance men. 
Thus far they have scen all their efforts fail in 
accomplishing the great object aimed at. Is 
the Evil incurable, or have their methods been 
at fault?)

|, rhe sidewalk jin Broadway, above Trinity 
Church or, the West. side, is filled with furniture— 
pianos, * ooking glasses, mahogany bedsteads, rich 
tables and other articles of household plenishing; 
and’ jundreds of men are still busy pel ents in re- 
me ving goods trom the warehouses and dwellings 
Within reach of the fire. We have two or three re- 
‘porters on the spat, gathering materials fora full 
account, and in the meantime we give such infor- 
mation as we have heen able to collect. 
At about four o’clock, Crocker & Warren's store 
in New street, in which was stored a very large 
quantity of saltpetre, blew up with one of the most 
tremendvus explosions ever heard or felt in the city. 
That building itself was of course scattered in frag- 
ments in an instant, and those near it were little 
better off. Soawful was the shock that the thick 
plate glass in nearly all the buildings in Wall st 
was broken in fragments and strewed over the 
pavement, in many instances the substantial win- 
dow sushes being broken in. 
_ A rumor prevails that there was a quantity of 
gun powder in this building, received in barter fi 
saltpetre. Of the truth of this we cannot at pres 
ent obtain any satisfactory evidence, though it is 
very certain that saltpetre in its common state, and 
having undergone no preparation, will not explode 
thong nit is highly combustible. There were about 
one thousand a it in the building. Five or 
six storés on each side were thrown down by the 
shock. Engine No. 22 was buried under the ruins 
and if all the men escaped with their lives it was 
almost miraculous. A report is current to the con- 
trary, but an eye witness expresses his beliet that 
they all escaped, the police having kept the ground 
so clear that they had ample room to play their en- 
ine and to run at the first sound of the explosion. 
Vhile speaking of the pelice we should here say 
that their conduct at every part of the conflagra- 
tion was excellent and above praise. We never 
saw in New York better arrangements.

A Disgraceful Decision, 

We copy the following from the Public 
Ledger, Philadelphia: 

“The New Jersey Slave Case.—The Supreme 
Court of New Jersey has delivered its opinion 
in the interesting case which came before it, 
under the new Constitution, whether slavrey 
can exist in that State. ‘Their decision sus- 
tains the law of slavery, as it existed prior to 
the adoption of the new Constitution, and is 
unanimous, with the exception of the Chief 
Justice, who dissents, and Judge Whitehead, 
who, not having heard the argument, gave no 
opinion. Jn regard to the section in the bill of 
rights, that “all men are born free and indepen- 
dent,” the Court regarded itas speaking of men 
in their social capacity, and thought that if 
the Convention intended to abolish slavery, 
which was well known to exist, and with it the 
right of the master to his slave, and the right 
of the slave to protection and maintenance, the 
framers of the Constitution would have engraft- 
ed on it some clear and definite provision for 
effecting their object, and not left so important 
a question, and one which involves such graye 
consequences, to depend on the construct of 
an indefinite and abstract proposition. “The 
Court decision was— ' 
“Ist. That the relation of master and slave 
existed by law at the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion, in 1844. 

“2d. That that-Constitution has not destroy- 
ed that relation, or abolished slavery. 

“3d, That the colored man, William, should 
be remanded-to the custody of the defendant.” 
A more disgraceful decision was never pro- 
nounced by a Court of Justice. How any set 
of honest Judges, nnder oath to decide accord- 
ing to the Constitution, could deliver such an 
ropinion, passes our comprehension. “Al men 
are horn free and:in ”—this is the lan- 
guage of the Congtitution. It can have but 

: “¥ 4 

one meaning—all men are born, come into the 
world with a natural right to freedom and inde- 
pendence. To say that the declaration was 
intended to apply to men “in their social capa- 
city,” is a quibble, worthy only of the pettiest 
tribe of panders to slavery. How different 
from that noble decision of the Supreme Court 
of Massachusetts, in a similar case! The 
clause in the Constitution of Massachusetts is 
no more explicit or comprehensive on the sub- 
ject of natural rights, than this in the Consti- 
tution of New Jersey, but, when the decision 
was pronounced in the Old Bay State, Justice 
presided in the Courts of Justice, and Judges 
recognized the doctrine of Natural Rights. 
We hope the members of the Supreme Court 
of New Jersey are not appointed for life, or du- 
ring what is called “good behavior.” If the

He would not “renew old controversies, or pro- 
pose new’ones;” but by a certain collocation of 
extracts'and quotations, he seemed to think it 
fair to place Liberty men in an unfavorable po- 
sition, as if, in their opposition to Mr. Clay they 
had been’*controtied by no sound principle— 
and alkthis was done, to show them that they 
ought not to“complain if the Whigs “should 
take Cire to remember that portion of political 
history.” 
We have no disposition to renew old contro- 
versics, but since our Whig neighbor has given 
onc leaf from the political history"of 1844, we 
will turn over another. ah oe 
In April, 1844, before the parties: had made 
their nominations, and while as ye& the agita- 
tion of the Texas plot seemed to be confined to 
a mere faction, the two prominent candidates 
of the pro-slavery parties, Mr, Van Buren and 
Mr. Clay published letters, in which they took 
groundagainst the present annexation of 'l'exas. 
Mr. Clay’s lettér, dated April 17th, 1844, at 
Raleigh, N. C., was published in the National 
Intelligencer. In the closing paragraph he thus 
sums up his sentiments. 
“In conclusion, they may be stated in few 
ords to be, that I consider the annexation of 
Texas at this time, without the assent of 
Mexico, asa measure compromising the Na- 
tional character, involving us certainly in a 
war with Mexico, probably with other foreign 
powers, dangerous to the integrity of the Union, 
inexpedient in the present financial condition 
of the country, and not called for by any gen- 
eral expression of popular opinion.” 
We place in italics some of the significant 
passages. — 
Subsequently, Martin Van Buren was set 
aside by the Texas-faction, James K. Polk was 
nominated by the Democracy, and nominated 
too as the representative of the policy of im- 
mediate annexation. The latent sentiment of 
the country in favor of annexation broke out, 
especially in thaeSouth, and it was feared Mr. 
Clay’s Raleigh declaration might injure his 
prospects. From that time it became the poli- 
ey of leading prints of the Whig party, to rep- 
resent him, not as opposed to annexation, but 
only to immediate annexation. 
The Liberty men who had given wide ciren- 
lation to the letters of Messrs. Clay and Van 
Buren, rejoicing at the stand taken by. these 
gentlemen, had their suspicions awakened by 
these demonstrations. They had never sup- 
posed Mr. Clay committed against ultimate an- 
nexation, but they began now tothink that the 
difference between him and Mr. Polk was too 
trifling to be much thought of. 
The Richmond Whig said that so far as it 
could learn, the people of Virginia were “in fa- 
vor of annexation at the proper time and under 
proper circumstances.” 
A Whig writer in the Charleston Courier said 
that he saw no reason for holding meetings in 
Charleston on the subject of annexation, 
“For Mr. Clay and Mr. Van Buren are only op- 
posed to the measure under present circuwiastan- 
ces, and they not only admit the propricty of 
bringing Texas into the confederacy when the 
objections are removed, but the great probabil- 
ity is, that in a short time those oljections will 
disappear.” 
Leslie Combs of Kentucky, an influential 
Whig leader, and on the Clay electoral ticket, 
was strongly in favor of immediate annexation, 
but was entirely satisfied to leave the question 
in the hands of Mr. Clay. 
The New York CourieF and Enquirer, the 
leading Clay paper in the East, said—“If the 
people of Texas choose to be a British Colony 
now, rather than WAIT TWO YEARS FOR 
ADMISSION to the United States, they are 
not worthy to form a portion ofa free Common- 
wealth.” 
A letter from New Orleans published in the 
National Intelligencer, said,—‘ the feeling is 
gaining ground that cnongh has been said and 
done upon the Texas annexation subject till 
Clay is elected.” They expected then that the 
subject would “he brought before the American 
People upon its merits, and would soon be dispos- 
ed of asit should be.”

He was out of the question. 

Mr. Clay was a slaveholder—a member of the 
slayeholding oligarchy, a staunch supporter of 
slavery, opposed to immediate annexation, but 
in favor of annexation in a proper way. He 
was the author of the. Missouri compromise, 
which gave the Slave-Power supremacy in the 
councils of this nation. He had at all times 
arrayed himself in deadly hostility against the 
anti-slavery movement, and more than any 
single man, had prejudiced the minds of his 
followers in the free States against the aboli- 
tionists. The Tribune coneeded frankly, that 
Mr. Clay had no elaims upon anti-slavery men 
The only reason why Liberty men 
opposed annexation was, that it was designed 
and ealeulated to extend and consolidate slave- 
ry. Mr. Clay declared that this subject of sla- 
very ought not to affect the question of annex- 
ation, and that it would be unwise to refuse a

permanent acquisition on account of a tempo- 
rary institution. The only annexation he was 
opposed to was, immediate annexatiun—the on- 
ly grounds on which he opposed it, were tempo- 
rary; and did not embrace a single objection of 
the Liberty men—on the contrary he was at 
pains to repudiate the ground on which they 
contended against it, 
Under these circumstances, the Liberty men

A gentleman lately took the trouble to weigh 
sheets of paper of various sorts, and here are 
the results. All letters weighing nomore than 
half an ounce, are reckoned as single letters, 
bearing postage, 5 cents under 300 miles, 10 
cents over 300. We may send as single letters : 

1. One and a half sheets of letter paper,sealed 
with wax or water. 

2. One sheet of do, with large or small envel- 
ope: wax or wafer. 

3. One sheet of foolscap, with small envelope, 
sealed with wafer. 

4. One sheet of letter paper, with a quarter 
eagle ($2,50) enclosed, and seeured with wax 
and the letter sealed with wax. 

5. Halfa sheet of letter paper, of light fools- 
cap, With a half eagle enclosed, seeured and 
sealed with waters. 

6. Ashect of letter paper may containa dime 
and a half, or a half sheet may contain a quarter 
dollar. 

7. A sheet of letter paper may enclose seven 
bank notes and be sealed with wax; or three 
bank notes, and the whole in an envelope.

The Foarth Annual Report 

Of the “Ohio Latics’ Education Society for the 
Education of Free People of Color.” 


The fourth year of our labors as a society 
has now closed. Each day, which in its pro- 
gress brought its varied and varying measure of 
pleasure and pain, joy and grief, to all the liv- 
ing, has departed, to cast itself and all ‘tebe. 
dens into the mighty past—a small con 
tion to that oblivion, which hastens to enshroud 
usall. But amid all the vicissitudes and change 
of this fleeting world, how grateful the fact 
that good dispensed cannot die. “Blessed,” 
said the apostle John, ‘are the dead*who die in 
the Lord, yea saith the Spirit for they rest 
from their labors, and their works do follow 
them.” No thought of pity, no word of sym- 
pathy, or deed of pure and holy charity, spring- 
ing from a heart filled with love to God and 
man, but like widening circle, on. the bosom 
of the lake, when set in motion by a falling 
pebble, expands, and enlarges itself long after 
the one with whom it d has | d 
|away; nor do we know that its influence cea- 
| ses, till the whole universe has felt, and been 
blessed, by its benign power. This thought has 
animated, and may well animate, us in prose- 
cuting onr unpretending, but important work. 
Our vocation asa society is not to increase our 
own case or influence, to court the applause of 
the great, or by any feat of ingenuity, or dis- 
play of skill, attract the wonder of the crowd. 
The poor whom, from the lips of Jesus, we 
ilearn we shall always have with us; the thou- 
}sunds in our inidst, who, in the most emphatic 
lsense of the word, are poor, and who seem shut 
‘out frein the common sympathy and charities 
‘of mmnkind, these nre the chosen objects of 
jour eare. ‘l'o remove the obstacles in the way 
‘of the clevation and edueation of the colored 

people, is no easy task. We found at the out- 
jact, our statute books loaded with oppressive 
luws against them, and a corrupt pnblic senti- 
ment, throwing back upon them, as far as in 
| its powcr, all the indignities and obloquy,which 
are leaped by the oppressor upon their breth- 
jren, held in Sonthern slavery. Some of the

Anecdote of a Master and a Slave, 
In 1806, A. E. M., who had been born and 
educated in Virginia, settled in one of the fron- 
tier counties of Kentucky. His father had 
slaves, and he had been always used to the 
practice of associating with the term Slave 
the true Virginian acceptation. Mr. M. pur- 
chased a negro man to assist, (or rather attend 
to his farm) for he was a lawyer by profession, 
and knew very little about farming. And 
sometime about the latter part of July, the ne- 
gro was directed by his master (?) to take his 
hoe, and go through the cornfield, and cut 
down the rank weeds and luxuriant sprouts, 
that had grown up there. Jack took his hoe 
and went to his work; for he was really an ex- 
cellent slave. Some days after, his master ta- 
king a ramble through the cornfield, to sce if 
the roasting ears were not fit to use, acciden- 
tally comes across Jack, not engaged in cut- 
ting weeds, but sitting at his ease between the 
extended roots of a large stump, with his head 
leaning on the top of it, and fast asleep. The 
day was very hot, and Jack had selected a 
stump, the tall sprouts of which formed a com- 
plete protection from the scorching rays of the 
meridian sun; where he was enjoying Nature’s 
grand restorative, happy as a prince. His mas- 
ter at first felt provoked, and concluded that he 
would apply one of the sprouts that formed 
Jack’s pleasant arbor to a very different ser- 
vice. But as he had never before had occasion 
to even reprove Jack, he hesitated, and upona 
second thought, concluded that, as he appeared 
to be quite happy, it would be ungenerous to 
interrupt his enjoyment. He therefore took a 
seat on another stump, a few feet from the slave, 
and fell into a train of reflections on the rela- 
tions between Master and Slave. 

This engaged him for an hour or more. He 
then got up and returned to the house, leaving 
Jack to his repose. His wife inquired how 
Jack made progress in cutting weeds. He told 
his wife the circumstance of finding Jack 
asleep,and that he had left him happy, as he 
found him. She expressed some surprise that 
he had not at least uwuke him, and set him to 
hiswork. He then gave his wife the reasons for 
his (as she thought) extraordinary conduct.— 
“I was at first disposed,” said he, “to pull off 
one of the tall sprouts that formed Jack’s pleas- 
ant shade, and give hima whipping. 1 then 


Jack indulge in his repose. While musing on 
his happy countenance, I fell into a train of re- 
flections on the subject of Master and Slave, as 
personified in Jack and myself, still feeling 
strongly inclined to flog him when he awoke.— 
While musing on the subject, the rule laid down 
by the Saviour occurred to my mind, “do unto 
all men,” &c. 1 was obliged to decide that I 
would not like to be interrupted in so happy a 
sleep, by the application of a sprout, and so | 
determined not to whip Jack. My nest retlee- 
tion was, how [ came by the right to chastise 
my fellow man, for indulging in the embraces 
of balmy repose. Littleton, Coke, Blackstone, 
&c., were called intoaid my inquiry. None of 
my law authorities established my right—they 
all gave me power to chastise my slave, but J 
was searching for the right to do so. IT found 
that my law authorities would punish me for 
whippiig my fellow men who were free, but 
my slave I might chastise at pleasure. Why? 
Because he was my slave. My next inquiry 
was, how did Jack become deprived of his 
freedom? Oh! he was born a slave; that 
is, his mother was a slave when he was 
born. And here my law authorities left me.— 
When at College, Ihad read and always ad- 
mired the principles of our government, as 
developed in our Declaration of Independence, 
and the first paragraph of that noble instrument 
stared me ‘flat in the face.’ ‘All men are born 
free and equal.’ I blushed for my folly, de- 
nounced slavery as inconsistent with the law, 
religion or humanity, and left Jack to his re- 
pose. I have been compelled as a lawyer to 
decide against slavery, asa philosopher to de- 
cide against it, as a philanthropist to decide 
against it,and how can you who profess the 
Christian religion help deciding against it, 
when the golden rule of the Saviour so express- 
ly forbids it? From this day Jack is Freer!” 
This man was then a disciple of “Tom 
Paine,” his wife was a member of the Baptist 
Church. The sequel is short. Jack was in- 
formed by his mistress of the whole transac- 
tion. He was greatly mortified at his own bad 
conduct; but he had a neblencss of mind that 
would not be outdone in generosity. Ie posi- 
tively refused to part with his master, but de- 
terruined never to go to sleep at his work again. 
He lived in the family about two years, and 
died. His master, in two or three years after- 
wards, died of the consumption, rejoicing in 
the hope of the gospel. His wife, I believe, is 
still living.—Lezxington Ky. Luminary.

Anecdote of a Master and a Slave, 
In 1806, A. E. M., who had been born and 
educated in Virginia, settled in one of the fron- 
tier counties of Kentucky. His father had 
slaves, and he had been always used to the 
practice of associating with the term Slave 
the true Virginian acceptation. Mr. M. pur- 
chased a negro man to assist, (or rather attend 
to his farm) for he was a lawyer by profession, 
and knew very little about farming. And 
sometime about the latter part of July, the ne- 
gro was directed by his master (?) to take his 
hoe, and go through the cornfield, and cut 
down the rank weeds and luxuriant sprouts, 
that had grown up there. Jack took his hoe 
and went to his work; for he was really an ex- 
cellent slave. Some days after, his master ta- 
king a ramble through the cornfield, to sce if 
the roasting ears were not fit to use, acciden- 
tally comes across Jack, not engaged in cut- 
ting weeds, but sitting at his ease between the 
extended roots of a large stump, with his head 
leaning on the top of it, and fast asleep. The 
day was very hot, and Jack had selected a 
stump, the tall sprouts of which formed a com- 
plete protection from the scorching rays of the 
meridian sun; where he was enjoying Nature’s 
grand restorative, happy as a prince. His mas- 
ter at first felt provoked, and concluded that he 
would apply one of the sprouts that formed 
Jack’s pleasant arbor to a very different ser- 
vice. But as he had never before had occasion 
to even reprove Jack, he hesitated, and upona 
second thought, concluded that, as he appeared 
to be quite happy, it would be ungenerous to 
interrupt his enjoyment. He therefore took a 
seat on another stump, a few feet from theslave, 
and fell into a train of reflections on the rela- 
tions between Master and Slave. 

This engaged him for an hour or more. He 
then got up and returned to the house, leaving 
Jack to his repose. His wife inquired how 
Jack made progress in cutting weeds. He told 
his wife the circumstance of finding Jack 
asleep,and that he had Icft him happy, as he 
found him. She expressed some surprise that 
ho had not at least awuke him, and set him to 
hiswork. He then gave his wife the reasons for 
his (as she thought) extraordinary conduct.— 
“I was at first disposed,” said he, “to pull off 
one of the tall sprouts that formed Jack’s pleas- 
ant shade, and give hima whipping. 1 then 





Jack indulge in his repose. While musing on 
his happy countenance, I fell into a train of re- 
flections on the subject of Master and Slave, as 
personified in Jack and myself, still feeling 
strongly inclined to flog him when he awoke.— 
While musing on the subject, the rule laid down 
by the Saviour occurred to my mind, “do unto 
all men,” &c. I was obliged to decide that I 
would not like to be interrupted in so happy a 
sleep, by the application of a sprout, and so | 
determined not to whip Jack. My next reflec- 
tion was, how I came by the right to chastise 
my fellow man, for indulging in the embraces 
of balmy repose. Littleton, Coke, Blackstone, 
&c., were called intoaid my inquiry. None of 
my law authorities established my right—they 
all gave me power to chastise my slave, but J 
was searching for the right to do so. JT found 
that my law authorities would punish me for 
whipping my fellow men who were frec, but 
my slave I might chastise at pleasure. Why? 
Because he was my slave. My next inquiry 
was, how did Jack become deprived of his 
freedom? Oh! he was born a slave; that 
is, his mother was a slave when he was 
born. And here my law authorities left me.— 
When at College, I had read and always ad- 
mired the principles of our government, as 
developed in our Declaration of Independence, 
and the first paragraph of that noble instrument 
stared me ‘flat in the face.’ ‘All men are born 
free and equal.’ I blushed for my folly, de- 
nounced slavery as inconsistent with the law, 
religion or humanity, and left Jack to his re- 
pose. Ihave been compelled as a lawyer to 
decide against slavery, asa philosopher to de- 
cide against it, as a philanthropist to decide 
against it, and how can you who profess the 
Christian religion help deciding against it, 
when the golden rule of the Saviour so express- 
ly forbids it? From this day Jack is Freer!” 
This man was then a disciple of “Tom 
Paine,” his wife was a member of the Baptist 
Church. The sequel is short. Jack was. in- 
formed by his mistress of the whole transac- 
tion. He was greatly mortified at his own bad 
conduct; but he had a neblencss of mind that 
would not be outdone in generosity, He posi- 
tively refused to part with his master, but de- 
termined never to go to sleep at his work again. 
He lived in the family about two years, and 
died. His master, in two or three years after- 
wards, died of the consumption, rejoicing in 
the hope of the gospel. His wife, I believe, is 
still living. —Lezington Ky. Iuminary. 
The Knickerbocker for July contains a no- 
tice of the late ‘Thomas Hood, and some ex- 
tracts from his latest productions, abounding 
in humor and wit.
